The Redmen opened the first 
quarter scoring by kicking two 
singles, bi't Ihe Metras-cnached 
Mtistaiigi came bouncing back lo 
take a half-time l'2-8 lead, and sub- 
sequently to roll up 16 points in the 
third session, and 6 in the final 
quarter. The victors were able to 
gain 4.14 yards in rushing, and 17S 
pa.ssing. in registering 27 first 
downs, whereas the Redmen were 
only able tn cover 201 yards on the 
ground, and lo obtain 16 first 
downs. 

Triple-threat Parry was un. 
questionably Ihe ronlest's most 
outstanding performer. Jack av« 

rraged 10 yards nn 16 ball carry- 
ing expeditions, and completed 1 
out nf 9 of hK shflrl passes. 11»! 
svas aided offensively hy luch 
promising Western newcomers 
as Doug Gray and Blake Taylor 
who garnered eleven and tivo 
points respcetlvely. 
"Rocky" Robiltard provided some 
ol McGilTs scoring punch by notch- 
ing eight of the team's points, 
« hmcas fellow bacUfielders George 
Vulois, Doug Heron, Murray Hayes, 
and Johnny Hall turned in notewor- 
thy exhibitions. Valois covered 
eighty-four yards in ten ball carry- 
ing attempts with an opposition baf- 
fling form, whereas Big Doug 
liliingi'd fnr Iniig caiiis thrniichout 
the fray and kicked a rouge for Mc- 
Gill's final marker. 

Both teams contributed to rough 
line work, and the more apparent 
plays were dealt with by official^, 
who expelled two players apiece 
from earh team. The single wing 
formation employed by McGill fail- 
ed to up!et Ihe shifting Western 
line. 

The Westerners employed an aer- 
ial attack, as expected, but this wai 
limited (o a short pass pattern. 
Third Quarter Explosion 
The roof, and a few odd ehim> 
neys for good measure, fell on on 
the Redmen at the start of the 
second half. Previous tn that time 
play had been consistently close, 
despite the tact that Western led 
13-8 at half time. The ensuing 
Western attark resulted In three 
major scores, with (he Mustangs 
rcKislerlng a lead which could not 
be overtaken. "Lveryone got into 
(he art." paraphrasing Durante, 
wUh Jack Parry, Doug Cray, and 
niake Taylor all crossing into 
touchdown territory. 
The scoring deluge had its begin- 
nings when a third down attempt 
by the Redmen failed, and Western 
took pnssessinn of the ball on the 
(jppnsitinn .'i'J yard line. Three suc- 
cessive running plays by Parry, 
Gray, and Taylor, which netted 25, 
5 and 13 yards respectively brought 
the ball to the McGill nine yard 
ribbon. It was at this point that 
Parry took a lateral from signal 
caller Arnott, and swept around 
. ight end. Despite a futile lunge by 
Dicwald, Parry registered his second 
major of the afternoon. 

Gray Maltes Outloolt Black 
With the score now 17-8 in his 
favor, Metras withdrew Parry, but 
another running performance was to 
be exhibited by Doug Gray. The 
lii.--l-l)ical;ing buck tnuiid a hole in 
the line on the McGill 47. and with 
H burst of speed headed fnr Kl Dor- 
ado, to raise the score to 25-8 in 
favor of the Londoners.

■ Thi.'! iiiipre.ssion of n year of 
rcvoliiticiii and reform is called 
1848: The Portrait of a Year. The 
script has been prepared by Ber- 
nard Trotter, CBC talks producer 
in Winnipeg, who might be de- 
scribed as history-coiu^cious from 
the word "go". His father is a 
professor of history nt Queen's 
University and the author himself 
holds an M.A. in history from 
Queen's. 

Ho has drawn his material from 
both the Old World and the New. 
The year 1848 in Europe is de- 
scribed for the most part in the 
words of actual people, while the 
story of the year in the New World 
Is told by events. 

IVIr. Trotter makes u/c of the 
word.' of Queen Victoria. Lord 
.lohn Hus-ioll. Karl Mar.x and the 
aging Duke of Wellington. Prince 
Mcttcrnich of Austria and Fred- 
crick William IV of Prussia, the 
French poet-politician Lamartine, 
nnd Kossuth, the Hungarian patriot. 
Stories from 1848 in the New World 
Include the Mormon trek wesl- 
wrards, the California gold rush, 



!he rnmliiK of respon.=iblp Rnvern- 
mciit in Canada and the presiden- 
tial elections of 1848 in the United 
States. 

Production for IMS: The Portrait 
of a Year is being handled by An- 
drew Allan. He describes the pres- 
entation of an attempt to "present 
the actual words, of that year in 
such a perspective nnd focus as to 
re-create through them tlie Fpiril 
and movement of people and events 
n century ago. Wc arc not calling 
in the aid of mtisic and sound ef- 
fects, Wc are letting the words, 
suitably spoken, advance in their 
own serried ranks to take our im- 
aginations and bring us to feel that 
wo ourselves have lived through 
that troubled year of 1848." 

lOlh CENTURY ^VRITINGS 

The second program InMhe Wed- 
nesday Night series LUerature of 
the 19th Century, an Are of Con- 
fession is called The Journey of the 
Soul.' This procram will feature 
readings selected from the works 
of four writers of the Romantic 
Era who wrote in a deeply per- 
sonal vein, on the problem of the 
soul. 

The first rcadiiiR durinc this 
7.3(1 to a, no p.m. period will no 
from William Wordsworth's Tin- 
lem Abbey. Here, the author in- 
vestigates the experience of return- 
ing to a scene that he had not visit- 
ed tçr five years. Woodsworth 
looks back to recall how memories 
of this scene have lightened his 
cares and given him moments of 
serenity. 

Shelley's Hymn to Intellectual 
Beauty is another recollection, in 

this case, of the author's youth. 
Shelley examines the way in which 
early experiences are re-awakened 
through memory. The piece alio 
reflects his concern with. the Pla- 
tonic notion that intellectual beauty 
is the only true beauty.

Anohid Ajemian 

An excellent recital was given by 
the violini.st Anahid' Ajemian 
Thursday night at the Y.M.H.A. 
She is no great artist certainly, 
but Miss Ajemian played with 
charm, tnstc, and grace — qiinlitie.^ 
the feminine of the .spcclo.-. is cfpc- 
cinlly capable of di.splnyinc. Ilcr 
style was clear and musical, her 
tone singing, though occasslonally 
hard on the highest notes. The ac- 
companiments of ' John Ncwmark, 
and his performance in the Brahnu 
sonata, were remarkably satisfy- 
ing. 

The program opened with the 
Bach Partita in E minor, arranged 
by Siiotl. The performance, which 
was lucid and rhythmically very 
pleasing, was marred only slightly 
by faulty intonation in the open- 
ing bars, the result, one felt, of 
some nervousness on the part of 
the youthful soloist. TTie be.st per- 
formance, possibly, was given In 
the Brahms Sonata in D Minor. 
This was not great Brahms, per- 
haps, but the violin and piano were 
so well balanced, the interpreta- 
tion so clear, that one could wish 
for little more. The second hu',! 
of the program began with the 
Poemc of Chausson, nnd Mi.is Aje- 
mian played it beautifully. Tlie 
doublc-stoppins was very good, 
the scalic passages soft and sing- 
ing. The Roumanian Folk Dances 
of Bartok nnd the Piece en Forme 
dc Habanera of Ravel were cqually 
pleasing. 1'lie fin;il number, Saint- 
Saens' Introduction ct Ilondo Cap- 
rlccloso, was played In a limpid 
style, but was perhaps the least 
satisfying o{ all. There were a 
few technical, slips, and, though 
the tempo was correct, there was 
a lack nf Ihe necessary wit to mnl:e 
this composition Intprc.tling. On 
the whole, however. Miss Ajemian 
showed herself to be a violinist of 
talet and sensitive musicianship.

An alternative title for this 
melodrama could easily be "All 
For Love." The sordid slory is 
that of an Anglican missionary's 
widow, who is driven to theft, 
blackmail, slow premeditated cor- 
ruption of another, and finally lo 
double murder all for a worth- 
less painter. Her actions are 
sketcned in bold outline with- 
out any real attempt to show the 
gradual disintegration of her 
morals, as Dostoyevsky would 
have done so beautifully. Having 
stretched our credulity thus far 
the Kcenarisls further render the 
whole story ludicrous by the in- 
clusion of some of the most 
pointless dialogue ever written. 
An example: Am Todd says of 
her portrait by Ray Milland, "I 
shall never look at it-ncver!" and 
all this as she walks forward to 
examine the canvas. Perhaps this 
is really "the slory of a woman 
who could not make up her 
mind.' 

Miss Todd suffers visibly from 
the burden of the leading role. 



Slie plays it as 11 is written, 
somrtimes well, sometimes very 
badly, but she never tries to got 
bneall) the surface and plumb the 
depths of the character. Ray Mil- 
land registers distress by glow- 
ering and being unshaven, pleas- 
ure by smiling and being suave;

own student government. No reoson for the Senate's refusal was given. 

The S.E.C. therefore wishes to sound out student opinion on this question et the meeting 
en November 10 to see if the students as a whole now favor Ihe Senate ruling or if they wish 
to stond by their amendment and moke a respectful protest to the Senate.
